are fuch as certainly make Peace more nee 
ceflary to him than ever it was, and more 
wanted by him than by us, tho’ atthe fame - 
time we want it enough too. 

Before I enter upon the Examination of 
Particulars relating to a Treaty of Peace, 
I muft take Notice of what I already fore- 
fee growing upon us, I mean, Uneatireffes 
and Differences at home about the Con- 

ditions— 
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ditions-And let who will have the Honour 
of negotiating it, I-take upon me to tell 
them, and I have fome’ Reafons for my 
Siggefions from. former Experience; let 
their Prudence and-Caution in managing, 
their Faithfulnefs to the Brisifh Intereft, 
their Suécefs in finithing it, be what it will, 
they are-not to promife themfelves the Suc- 


cefs of :pleafing us—————_ We have fome’ 


People among us will attempt to rob them 
of the Glory they fhould have; perhaps 
they may have the private Satisfaction of 
having aéted like honeft Men, and of having 
faithfolly difcharged their Truft, the Queen 
may be fatisfy’d in their Condua, wife, con- 
fidering and impartial Mens that feek the 
troe Inttreft of England, oe abe it 
jtoo, may be fatisfy’d 5 and'ta&a wifeMan this 
will be endugti, : 

But when we {peak of Parties, I venture, 
to fay, we WiLL NOT be pleas’¢k——— 
They that{would be heft pleas’d if you afk’d 
lefs, will firft complain that you. afk no 
more ; they that bate. the Advantages you 
gain,-will make moft Noife about the.Ad- 
vantages yeu mifs; thofe thaf envy the 
Succefs of the War, willcry out loudeft of 
your making Peace. too foon, thofe that 
are moft afflifed at what you take, will 
fir abufe you that you do not take all. 

I pave feen fomething of a Peace made 
before, and have had the Honour to know 
more of its Circumfances than 1 hall 
repeat here———— The Climour rais‘d at 
theTreaty of Partition, was one of the prin- 
cipal Arguments that brought fome: People: 
to approve of this War; tho’ if I am to 


fpeak Nationatly, it was not King Wiliam’s’ 


making that Treaty madethe War, but the 
French King’s not ftanding to the Treaty 
he had made 3 from whence may be briefly 
obfery'd. 

1.-That King VVilliam, Chad the, Treaty 
he wade with France been obferv'd) 
had prevented this War. 

2, That the King of France-has brought 
ipod himfelf all-the Difhonour of this 
War, as well as the Mortification -of: 
the -enfuing Peace, by his Truce. 
breaking, Promife-breaking, Article. 
bycaking, Faith-breaking Politicks.
